NEW YOHK, Oct. 24.—President iMaxwell, 
of the New Jersey Central, when seen by 
a reporter, acknowledged that he was hiin- 
self a l/irRe buyer of JjackawAnna stock 
and said that his holdinffs equaled Mr. 
Vanderbilt's, whjch is known, are at least 
40,000 shares. Mr. Maxwell declared that 
tbey expected to control tho company 
after next February, at least so far as dic- 
tating its policy is concerned, and this will 
be In harmony with the Trunk |Line as- 
sociation.

quaiaited with farining methods, and 
can make at least u living on a farm, 
while at the same tims they would havt 
np rent to pay, 
Tho low prices a1 
which the abandoned farms are oilorotl 
ure tempting to many operatives who 
dtjflireto own a farm of their own,"

T seldom happens that any form

plained alTection known by tho Malay 
name of "latali."

Ivuown amouiist other nationalities, an 
almost i^urely Malay disease, and has 
naturally attracted

Europeans residing? in tho countries 
peopled by the race in question.

How to define latah is somewhat 
puzzling. 
If any short equivalent be 
desired, it may bo described as an ir- 
resistible impulse to imitate the words 
or actions of those around them. 
An- 
other form of the disease, very often 
not loss startling to tho onlooker, is 
tho exhibition of intense nervous ex- 
citement when some particular word 
is mentioned—usually in tho form of 
most abject fear. 
A third and less 
noticeable form is tho exhibition of 
niarm at some unusual but not ordin- 
arily terrifying sight or sound, much 
as a child will start at the sound of a 
gun, or a grown person on suddenly 
discovering a corpse. 


The two iirst-nanied manifestations 
are, of course, those which strike

by carrying upon his back heavy loads, 
a cargo being a measure of weight of 
300 jiouuds which such a perstm is su])- 
' posed to bo able to carry, hence the 
name cargador, 


Tho peculiar individual is not tho 
product of 
a single 
section 
of 
tho 
country; on tho contrary, his sjdiore 
is general. 
In the cities ho is ono of 
tho first persons whom a stranger moots 
as he alights from the j^latform of the 
?ars or tho step of the stage 
coach. 
The cargador rushes up to the arrival 
and oilers to carry his baggage, from 
his hand satchel up to 
his 
heaviest 
. trunk, regardless of its weight, or size, 
j or the distance to be covered. 
In the 
^ity he also enters into succossful com- 
petition with tho pack mules and de- 
livery wagons, carrying heavy loads 
' of merchandise to and from tho busi- 
I aess houses, and in such places where 
corn 
and 
fodder 
have 
become nn- 
j commonly dear 
through 
prevailing 
, drought, 
or 
where 
the 
streets 
are 
stony and uneven, the cargador has al- 
most entirely superseded both jDack 
mules and delivery wagon. 


While such are his chief occupations 
he does not draw tho lino at anything, 
j and can be frequently seen carrying 


nnf nf flm 
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lished European business cnneerns, or 
goods which arc smuggled Into 
tho 
country by tho daring shippers Avho 
frequent tliis coast. 


With his stock of goods, which is 
limited only by tho size of 
his ex- 
chequer, tho peddler starts forth to 
vend his wares. 
Ono peddles notions, 
another drygoods and clothing, still 
another light housekeeping goods, and 
so on. 
Eacli carries his stock econom- 
ically packed in a light wicker basket. 
This ho ht>lds and 
carries npon his 
back bv means of 
a strong leather 
strap attached to the bnsltot and fast- 
ened around his forehead. 
Thus, his 
powerful nock 
is brought into play 
and made to carry the heavy load, 
which 
rests 
only 
lightly 
upon liis 
back. 
In this manner the cargadtu' 
peddler carries his heavy burden into 
every village and town in the almost 
im])aBsable heights of the Siorra Ma- 
dres.—Chicago Times.

in which ho exists in the almost inac- 
cessible "sierra" districts. 


The mountain cargador, who scales 
the dizzying precipices and descends 
the deep ravines of the Sierra Madres, 
is by far the hardiest and most inter- 
esting type of his class. 
Five feet six 
inches is his usual height, and 140 
pounds tho average weight. 
He be- 
longs to the dark com23lcxioned and 
ignorant portion of the masses, called 
by the better class of people 
"In- 
dios.'' 


As he stands before one, so short, 
slightly 6too2)ed, with thin, long face 
and apparent lack of chest, one would 
scarcely think him cai)able of walking 
the smoothest level with such stacrffer- 
ing loads as he daily ] jacks through 
some mountain pass.

This was in the early part of the sev- 
enteenth century, long before the rub- 
ber coat, or tarpaulin, was heard of. 
Then the fishermen stood in tubs for 
protection against the waves, and a 
strip of canvas "svas jilaced along the 
deck, which served as a wind-break. 
In thyso days the fishermen had a hard 
timo of it. 
Their quiet little settle- 
ments on the coast of Newfoundland 
were always in mourning. 
In all tho 
Nations of fishermen aquatic life was 
made easier as time went on. 
With 
each year even yet the dangers de- 
croase and the trade of tho sea toilers 
is increased.

The darting boom 
was invented by Captain Ebon Pierce, 
of New Bedford, one of the M'halers of 
the old school, who knows more about 
the habits of the mammoth cetacean 
and can tell more stories of trips in 
quest of sperm oil than any other resi- 
dent of tho quaint old Massachusetta 
town. 


The darting bomb is about the only 
instrument still in use. It has a sharp 
spear-end and is loaded with powder, 
which exijlodes Avhen the si)ear sinks 
into tho body of the whale. There are 
darting guns, too, which shoot sharp 
projectiles and boom lances, which act 
on the same principle. 
The center of 
whale trallic lias made a jump across 
the continent and from the Atlantic 
into tho Pacific Ocean, 


Alaska holds her own in the fisheries 
exhibit, 
Tho natives aro tho greatest 
fishermen under the protection of the 
Stars andStrii)es. 
Thoyst^ill use bono 
hooks and all tho primitive instru- 
ments for fishing. Their fishing spears 
are 
converted into 
imi^lements of 
olFense and defense in war time, 
The 
simile touching on plowshares and 
jiruning hooks do not hold good in 
Alaska, 
There aro liooks and spears 
in the exhibit which were made by tho 
Quilleute Indians when they first ob- 
tained iron by trade. 
The natives 
made uso of tho copper which they 
found iu their mines, and their work- 
manship is surj^risingly good, 
An- 
gahgah is a native in Alaska, and his 
native heath is near Point Barrow. 
He has a mania for collecting fish- 
hooks, and was i^orsuaded by some ija- 
triotio American to present 
collie- 


of the hooks aro made of shark's teeth, 
some of splinters and others of hem- 
lock knots. 
The materials used are of 
tho simplest kind. 
Tho iron barbs, or 
tho sharp tooth, aro lashod on with 
strips of white cherry. 
Ouo kind of 
lino is made of spruce root and is very 
durable. 
Tho slinging gear and the 
snood of tho more recent halibut fish- 
ing instruments aro made of tarred 
cotton, with slot swivels, hemn gang- 
ings and galvanized iron hooks.

A gruir old sea captain from Prov- 
incetown on Ca]}0 Codstrokod his long 
gray beard and spent an hour at tho 
cabinet where was exhibited the lines 
and hooks of tho old 
cod-iishers. 
Provincetown is the home of homes 
for the fishermen of the Atlantic coast. 
It is ultima thulo of every codfish that 
swims in Vineyard sound or the bay to 
tho West, 
Tho linos are rough-look- 
ing and tho hooks are of no recently 
improved pattern. But they hook fish. 
Captain Lemuel Cook sent a lino to 
the exhibit which ho used from 1812 
to 1830. 
Ho is a famous old fisher- 
man, known from Hyannisport to the 
far side of Nantucket. 
The old man 
from Provincetown 
talked with a 
strong flavor of codfish and his voico 
was a huskj' sea voice. Ho looked Avith 
contemi)t at tho display of silk lines, 
nickel-i3lated sinkers and 
burnished 
hooks. 
''I tell you what,*' ho said, 
''thar air not so many codfish caught 
nowadays as thar was whenLem. Cook 
an'd all of us had our way. 
Tharo air 
too many steamships and no easy times 
like we used to have." 


From the single hatch bedarka of 
the Alaskan natives, built of drift- 
wood and covered with the skin of a 
female sea-lion, to the new fishing 
craft designed by Captain Collins of 
tho commission, is a long step. 
The 
evolution of tho fishing craft is pic- 
tured in a cabinet just sou'th of the 
north entrance to tho 
Government 
building. 
The first of the fishing ves- 
sels which came to America was tho 
Sparrow Hawk, which met an untimely 
end off Cape Cod. 
Hlie sailed across 
the water in 1626, struck a reef and 
went to the bottom. 
Her old hulk, 
which had been embedded in the sands 
for nearly two and a half centuries, 
was uncovered in 18G3 and put on ex- 
hibition in Boston Common. 


The steamers Albatross and Fish 
Hawk, which are in the service of the 
United States commission, 
are tho 
latest models of the fishing vessel. 
Captain Collins's model is of a fishing 
schooner of moderate dimensions and 
is being largely copied on both coasts. 
Its hull is built alter tho model of n 
racing yacht and the rigging is adapted 
to the needs of a fishing vessel. 
It 
combines the speed qualities of a yachb 
and the seaworthiness 
of a 
fishing 
schooner. 
Safety is also taken into 
consideration. 


The United States is far ahead of the 
Nations of the world in maintaining a 
fish commission and caring for its 
fishermen. 
A museum has been estab- 
lished devoted to ichthyology, and tho 
steamers of the fish commission cruise 
all along the coasts of tho United 
States to collect specimens of fish life. 
Hatcheries have been established in all 
the States of the Union and every year 


WASHES roR TRKES. 


Tho application of washes to keep 
the borer from trees may bo ofifectual, 
though wo never knew of one that Avas 
invariably so, and wo shoiild prefer to 
trust io making a careful inspection 
from two to four times a year, and 
tlirust a wire up tho hole where the 
borer had entered than to any of them. 
In six months it will not got far 
enough beneath tho bark to do any in- 
jury, and its presence should not os- 
caj^e observation more than one inspec- 
tion. 
If washes aro used, tho examin- 
ation should not bo neglected, as there 
may bo some placo that was not 
touched where tho moth can lodge 
long enough to deposit her egg.- -Bos- 
ton Cultivator. 


INSPECTION IN CATTLE. 


Among tho results of long-continued 
dry weather and an absence of green 
food is impaction of tho omasum or 
third stomach in horned cattle. Obsti- 
nate constipation is indicated by a 
grunt as of pain, loss of cud, persistent 
refusal to lie down, 
more or 
less 
tympany, grinding of teeth, staring 
coat and dazed look about tho eyes. 
There is so much accompanying fever 
that the grunt is often mistakj^i for 
pleuro-pneumonia in the early stages. 


In treating tho disease, plenty of 
drinking water is essential, and an 
ai)erient ^ould bo administered and 
tho food should be of a laxative na- 
ture. 
Bullocks ouco aliected by this 
disease should not bo exposed to its 
causes a second time, as they would 
thou probably devclo]) chronic indi- 
gestion.—New York World. 


CLEAN TFTE WAGONS PREQUENTLT. 


Any vehicle that is allowed to remain 
spattered with mud for weeks and 
mouths is wrongly treated. The luster 
of the varnish rapidly deadens, the oil 
is absorbed from the paint, and when 
the dirt is removed by washing, tho 
vehicle presents a grimy ai->pearance. 
Driving a wagon covered with mud 
when the roads aro in good condition 
presents to the observer that you 
either aro shiftless or extremely busy. 
However if you aro busy with your 
M'ork, and of course attending to it, 
for t|ie money or profit to be gained 
thereby, you would find it a paying in- 
vestment to spend an hour's time in 
removing the mud, also properly oil- 
ing the axles of both heavy and light 
vehicles. 
In washing a wagon it is 
best to apply water to the muddy sur- 
face several moments before thosj^ongo 
is used. 
If a force pum^D or hose can 
be used most of the dirt can bo thus 
removed, and will not scratch the sur- 
face, as the sand on a 6])onge ór rag 
will do.—American Agriculturist.

But it is not every- 
one that utilizes thom to the extent 
that ho should. 
In place of tho groon 
crops, or as an adjunct thereto, let 
him also make liboral use of forest 
mold and litter. 
These should form 
tho bulk of every compost heap, and 
tho bedding for all his live stock. 


Of potash and phosphoric acid, tho 
best and richest homo source is wood 
ashes. 
Only aj^ply a moderate dress- 
ing of ashes about once every ten 
years, and auy soil, other things be- 
ing favorable, will remain fertile. Any 
farmer, if he will, can obtain, by homo 
means, 
enough unloached ashes to 
top-dress at least one field annually, 
and so rotate around until finall}»- all 
are thus treated, 
Wherever there are 
logs and dead timber, and turf, sods 
and rubbish generally upon a farm, 
there aro the materials for tho ash 
supply. 
It is a fart not as well known 
as it should be, that burnt and smoke- 
impregnatod soil, turf, peat, clay or 
muck is, of itself, a valuable and last- 
ing 
fertilizer. 
During the leisure 
spells, when tho woods aro not so dry 
as to render the escape of fire proba- 
ble, the farmer should be burning tho 
waste material of the farm, in order to 
increase the stock of ashos. 
After tho 
logs and large timber are well on fire, 
let him throw on whatever turf, sods 
or leaves may be convenient to tho 
pile, making the fires Avith that end in 
view. 
Of course this burnt dirt sub- 
stitute for ashes is not as good a fer- 
tilizer as pure ashes, but mixed -with 
ashes, it is a good and lasting manure, 
and it increases tho bulk of ashes, 
enabling the farmer to get enough an- 
nually to toji-dress at least one field. 
This form of ashes makes a capital 
top-dressing for clover, grass, small 
fruits, vino yards, orchards and fields 
of grain on any soil needing potash.— 
American Agriculturist.

invention for use 
In the lumber districts is coming into 
gonoral use in ISorthern (Ontario.

is called a steam warpinji tug.
